* Ensure vour house is secure over 
Christmas and the New Year by taking 
some simple steps: 

Windows 

* Install locks - and use them! 

*Remember to remove the keys from 
locked windows and to keep them out 
of sight in a safe place. 

* Ifyou are replacing windows, con- 
sider installing laminated glass. 

Did vou know that 1/3 of burglars get 
in through a back window? 

Doors 

* Extemal doors should be of solid 

core construction ~- at least 44mm thick. 


* Fit 5 lever mortice deadlocks 
(BS3621) to front and back doors - and 
use them as well as your rim locks! 


* Fit two locks at opposite comers of 
opening patio doors. 

* Fit a door chain and door viewer to 
identify callers 

* Never hang a spare key inside the 
letterbox - an obvious place that a thief 
will check. Consider fitting a letterbox 
cage which prevents thieves from put- 
ting their hand through the letterbox and 
trying the locks from the inside. 

* Do not Icave keys in the lock on 
the outside, or notes stating that you have 
popped out. 

Did you know that in 2 out of 10 bur- 
glanes the thieves don’t even have to 
use force - they get in through an open 
door or window 

Consult a locksmith who 1s a mem- 
ber of the Master Locksmiths Associa- 
uon for advice about securing your home 


Around the home 
* Fit good quality exterior lights. 


* Install a burglar alarm (remem- 


ber to get at least three quotes and con- 
sult with your msurance company 
about what they recommend) 

* Gate passage ways and ensure 
cxisung fencing/gates are in a good 
state of repatr. 

* A thorny hedge along the bound- 
ary can act as a deterrent. But make 
sure that the front of the house ts still 
visible lo passers-by so that a burglar 
can’t work unsccn 


* Don't forget to postcode your 
property - especially those new Christ- 
mas presents! 

* If you are away over the holiday 
period ensure that you have arranged 
for someone you trust to check vour 
house and clear mail from your door 
mat. Use random timer switches on 
lights to create the impression that 
someone is at home. Remember to can- 
cel your milk and newspapers. Don’t 
load your car up with presents unul vou 
are ready to leave.

The Yew tree. common te many 
ehurehy ards and undisturbed places. can 
live tor over a 1.000 years and many 
Were mentioned in the Domesday Book 
of 1086. Thus the Yew has a reputation 
for immortality which has made it a svm- 
bol for life atter death. This explains the 
ancient custom of putting sprigs of vew 
imo the shrouds and graves of those be- 
ing buried. which in turn may explain why 
there are so many stories of Yews grow- 
ing out of lover's graves. 

The Yew is a seen as a tree of light. 
its green foliage in the dead of winter 
showing that life will go on. To highlight 
this. all evergreens were traditionally 
dressed with shiny objects at Yuletide to 
call the light of the sun back in the com- 
ing vear. This tradition we of course stil] 
practice. lighting up our homes and the 
overcast skies with our Chrisumas trees. 

The holly tree 1s also a tree of light. 
It has shiny leaves and bright berries and 
is tradiuonally a plant of good omen. 
According to legend, it is particularly 


lucky for a man to carry a leaf or berry, 


as he will then become quickly attrac- 
uve to women. 

On the higher branches of holly the 
leaves are a Jot less prickly as they are 
out of the reach of animals. There is an 
old counury saying that if the smoother 
holly is brought into the house first at 
Yuletide, then the woman shall rule the 
house for the coming year, if prickly, dien 
it shall be the man. (It would be interest- 
ing to see if there was an increase in 
incidents of women falling off ladders at 
this ume.)

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As | have an allotment | am often 
asked to identify plants but | have never 
found it casy to do so in the proper way 
using keys. Vegetables are fairly easy 
to classify, most folks recognise peas, 
beans & carrots even if only through the 
pictures on the frozen food packets. 

On the allotments many plants other 
than vegetables flourish and | always try 
to find out details if anything new ap- 
pears. Some of the wild flowers are ob- 
trusive and a nuisance eg. Bristly Ox- 
Tongue whose Latin name Picris 
Echiodes I think sum up its characteris- 
tics, large, invasive and horribly prickly. 

Other flowers are a delight and I 
much prefer using their English names, 
such as Round Leaved Fiuellen, an ex- 
quisite small relation of the garden anti- 
rrhinum and whose Latin name Kickxia 
Spuria doesn’t seem so memorable to 
me. Small plants such as Fluellens, 
Speedwells and Scarlet Pimpernel really 
do no harm, they shade the ground to 
prevent excessive evaporation (and the 
need for too much watering), do not com- 
pete with large healthy vegetable plants 
and they are wonderfully pretty. So I al- 
ways try to let them set seed before dis- 
turbing them.
